Specification 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

On page 10, line 26, and on page 12, line 13, "the figure" should be changed to "fig. 1". 
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On page 28, line 6, "12" should be changed to "L2". 

On page 43, line 6, and on page 44, lines 6-7, "the figure" should be changed to "fig. 6". 

On page 44, line 7, "La" should be changed to "LI". 

On page 44, line 27, "the figure" should be changed to "fig. 7". 

On page 47, lines 2 and 15, "the figure" should be changed to 'fig. 8". 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 10 and 22 are objected to because of the following informalities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

On line 3 of claim 10, and on line 4 of claim 22, "can contain" should be changed to 
"contains" since the language "can contain" does not positively claim the features following, 
thus are not considered to be limiting. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-31 allowed. 

Prior Art 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Ohta (US 4,264,185), Niv et al. (US 4,947,201) and Anzai et al. (US 5,453,822) disclose 
a developing unit that contains a negatively charged toner and a positively charged toner.

(US 6,456,813) disclose a blade that regulates a toner layer on a developer carrying member.
